PLANS FOR SERVICE - 


' Plans have been sen prepared ‘tor the 
construction of an electric railway 
service between London and Paris, 
Tho Prime Minister, as Preaident of 
the Committee of Imperia) Defence, 
has accepted.a copy of the. report 
of the projected scheme for his con- 
sideration. The undertaking would 
fnvolve the construction of a tunnel 
under the English Channel, It 
would be forty+four miles long, and 
therefore the longest ever contem- 
plated ' hy engineoring experta. 

The Committe of Imperial De- 
fence is being Invited to give the 
fullest consideration to the report, 
which Js embodied in a volume of 
nearly 800 pages, compiled. by Mr. 
William Collard, who has devoted 
over thirty years to the study of 
every aspeot of the problem of bor- 
ing a tunnel from England to 
France. His engineering details 
have ‘been subject to the closest 
scrutiny by engineering authorities, 
‘| The promoters and advocates of the 
scheme maintain that if the Com-, 
mittee of Imperial Defence would 
agree to the construction of a Chan- 
nel tunnel, operations could begin 
almost forthwith. According to the 
estimates submitted to the Prime 
Minister, the construction of an 
electric railway from London to 
Paris, with intermediate services, 
would cost , 189,000,000. The 
period of construction ‘would tbe 
over six years, and the amount of 
labour absorbed would be at least 
in the region of 50,000 men in 
Britain, 

No, State ‘Subsidy Asked 

The point has been stressed to 
the Prime Minister that the cost of 
the undertaking could be borne in- 
dependently of any State subgidy ‘or 
assistance, and that the only obstacle 
to ‘any operations being undertaken 
at present is the embargo on the 
genera) proposition of a Channel 
‘tunnel. The ‘plans are so drawn 
that the tunnel would involve. the 
construction of two tubes under the} to 
English Channel, each with a broad 
gauge track. The reason for the 
proposed ble tube tunnel being 
planned ‘at ‘forty-four miles’ length 
ig, that an allgwance Of eleven miles 
would’ fave to .be made on the 
British side for the declivity to the 
Channel section and'for nine miles’ 
ingline on the French aide. 

The echeme is not limited to the} 
provision of a non-stop train ser- 
vice ‘between, London and Paris. 
‘The plans include the inauguration 
of a most elaborate system of non- 
stop suburban train services. An 
indication of the promise of the 
acheme, ia that a company with 
nominal capital has been reglatered 
for dealing with the preliminary 
financial details, Inquiries from 
suthoritles in “France have given 
the promoters the greatest encour- 
agement and assurance that if the 
apprehension regarding the Chan- 
nel Tunnel ‘from’ a naval and 
‘military, standpoint could be re- 
moved, the project twould have the 
support of tha’ French Government.

There was a large: and interested 
audience at the Institution, of 
Engineers and Shipbuilders of Hong 
Kong last evening when Mr. Lewis 
_| A. Parker, M..Mech.E,, MI-MarE., 
-lread a papor .on the “Lubrication 
of Internal Confbustion Engines” 
(Diesels). Mr, W. J.-Stokes, Presi- 
‘dent, was:in the chair, 

Mr. Parker eaid:—" 

There is, mo'doubt that for many 
years, ‘Lubrication haa not received 
the attention. Jt should have, but it 
has come very much to, the front 
aince’the Diesel Engize has been 80 
largely used. ‘Tho degree of success’ 
in operation is largely dependent 
upon.lubrication, in fact, one Diesel 
authority remarked that the heart of 
the Diesel Engine {a ita lubrication. 
There are several misleading Ideas 
about lubrication, and the moat com- 
mon one is,’ that’“all oils are the 
same,” or “oll is oil,” but I car as- 
sure you that all oils are not the 


wa 


same. , BEA re 

Obtaining samples of oi! for 
“analysis,” and matching them at a 
lower price per gallon is stil the 
custom of some firms. Others, again, 
work on the “specification” princi- 
ple. Of the two methods, probably 
the second ds worse than ‘the first, 
because “specifications” are abso- 
lutely no guide to the lubricating 
qualities of an ofl, An oil can be 
prepared to any . specification you 
Nke—or near enough—but that is no 
proof that’ # will work your ma- 
chine. As a matter of fact, it ds 
quite a simple matter to give you an 
oil according to specification nvhich 
would very soon wreck your ma- 
chine. 


A Few Points’ 

An.engineer in charge of ma- 
chinery cannot ibe expected to know 
everything about lubrication, and it 
is certainly no discredit’ to him, if 
he gains a few points by' discussing 
the lubrication of his plant with 
someone who has made a special 
study, of it. The Eubrication, En- 
gineer cannot tell him how to work 
or run his plant, the Plant Engineor 
knows much more about his own 
machinery in that respect — but 
there is quite a lot to be learnt from 
a Lubrication Engineer which will 
increase the efficiency of the plant. 

_ Now, the Object of lubrication ia 

to eliminate friction. 

. Friction can be defined as the re- 
sistance created by the’ rations ot 
one fbody moving over the surf: 
of another. If a lubricant {8 nein 
Introduced between the surfaces, 
the ¢riction is what may he termed 
“golid friction.” .. 

’ Eliminating Friction 

-By the ‘introduction between the 
surfaces of a suitable medium, which 
may be solid such as-graphite, white 
lead, and the like, or of an olly na- 
ture, euch a8 grease or olla, the aolid 
friction may, be wholly or partly 
eliminated, and with the latter men- 
tloned medium replaced with soft 
solid, or fluid friction. 

The object of all lubrication, as 
mentioned before, is to eliminate 
friction, and to do this, the lubricant 
must ettach 'iteelf to the rubbing 
surfaces and form a film between 


them, which, under the conditions|? 


prevailing ‘will not be squeezed out, 
but will keep the frictional sur- 
faces apart. 

In bearings thus perfectly lubri- 
cated the rubbing surfaces never 
touch one another, and the friction 
is entirely dependent on the Jubric. 
ant. 

When surfaces fave beon at rest 
for some time, the of! film is more or 
leas squeezed out” and @ centain 
amount of metallic “contact takes 
place, -As a result the ‘starting 
effort is much greater than the run- 
ning effort. "As the speed increasés 
and the Jubricant begins to form a 
film, the - solid friction . decreases 
‘until perfect: film formation ta 
brought about. ;

money. The clogs, due - to their 
method of construction, have a na- 
tural tendency to force themselves 
outwards against . the cylinder walls 
with a certain pressure. 

' - On' the compression stroke, the 
platon, moving toward the cyHnder 
head, compresses the air to a pres- 
sure of about 600 Ibe. per square 
inch, resulting in a temperature of 
about,1,000 F.", 

During the. compresaién and 
power stroke, the gas pressure gets 
behind the piston rings, principally 
on “account of the necessary_cigat- 
ance caver the ‘ring and upper 
part of its groove. It has - been 
proved by experiment, and is prac- 
tically accepted, - that the pressure 
behind the first ring is the samo as 
the pressure above the piston. Pree- 
sure also exists behind the 2nd, 3rd, 
Ath and even the 5th rings, although 
to a gradually diminishing extent. 

Therefore the rings, especially the 
first one, are forced with great pres- 
sure against the ‘cylinder walls, pro- 
ducing a squeezing action on. the 
Jubricating ofl dilm. 

So the first qualification for the 
ofl must be that it has the “body” 
to withstand the existing pressure 
without, being squeezed out. If it 
cannot stand up to this pressure, it 
is of no use a8 a lubricant, because 
it will not prevent ‘metal to metal 
contact, and you ‘will hava “solid 
friction." ‘ 

Temperatire 

. The next condition that has to be 
taken into account is the tempera- 
ture. 

With temperatures during com- 
bustion up to, and above 3,000° F. 
it da only the cooling of the cylinder 
walls, through water circulation,| . 
which makes operation at all posal- 
ble. Without this water cooling, 
the material would soon’ be destroy- 
ed; but Yong before the metal was 
affected, the ofl film would have been 
‘turned up‘and operation impossible. 

We may thus say that the~ most 
important purpose of water cooling 
is the lowering of the temperature 
af the inner surface of the cylinder 
walls to such ''an extent that the 
maintenance of.a lubricating ofl film 
is possible. 


The temperature ‘of the cylinder} 


wall is not the same over its entire 
surface, but it is highest at the head 
end, where it is exposed to the heat 
of the gases early ‘in the combustion 
atroke, and lowest at the crank ends, 
(In double acting engines, the high 
ace| tempersture Is at the ends, and the 
low. temporature in’ the centre). 

It stands to reason’ that in the 
selection of an oll for any machize, 
we must give greater consideration 
tu the parts which have to function 
under the most severe operating 
conditions of pressure and tempera: 
ture, and ‘in the power cylinders of 
Diesels, this operation’ condition is 
atthe head end for both pressure 
and temperature. 

The lubricating oil film, “the thick- 
ness of which we can only think of 
in microscopic measurements, is on 
one side in touch with the cyHnder 
wall, and on the other sida exposed 
to the high temperature of the gases 
of combustion. It Is easy to under- 
stand that this high temperature, 
laces @ very severe burden on the 
oil, not only in reducing Its vis- 
cosity, but in affecting the character 
of the of] itself. NaS) Ge 

‘Thinning Out 

All oils thin out under heat— 
some more ao than others—and the 
off selected, must be ‘for preference, 
one which does not drop in viscosity |; 
too much ‘for any alteration of tem- 
perature, otherwise dt will be more 
adversely affected by the pressure, :

‘From the foregoing, it is easy to 


reallee that the combined effect of .. 


pressure and temperature is very 
severe on the lubricating “oll film, 
and yet it is only by the mainten- 
ame of this film that Internal Com- 
bustion engines can operate con- 
tinuously and economically ‘without — 
excessive wear taking palce. 

High temperature of combustion 
and high pressure take place simul- 
taneously, and their combined effect 
not only has the tendency to make 
the, ofl dilm thinner, but also to 
destroy’ it.

sealing medium 4s used,: and that 
medium Ia the oil. -If the piston is. 
not gas-tight, there will ibe leakage, 
which meang Joss‘of -Power and | 
waste of fuel, 

So the oil selected must be of suf. 
ficient body to withstand the pres 
aure of the gases’ of ‘combustion 
which tend ‘to “blow-by” between 
the rings and eyHnder wall. “Blow- 
by", destroys the of film, causing 
increased friction wear. ‘This 

breaking of the ofl film also restricts 
the heat flow rom the piston.» 

. Distribution -

portant factor to be considered, and 
that de the distribution of the oil 
over the cylinder wall. .In most en- 
gines the ‘oil is introduced by means

It is-true that a suitable 
and highly, befined off will resist 
the breaking’down effact “of con-

even the best oils are working at 
a disadvantage under these condi-

A great “deal, of. the deposits 
found in cylinders {s.very often, 
not due tothe lubricating oil at 
all, but it usually gets the blame.

To say 
the least of it, Mary’s act showed 
a Inck of common-sense. It was 
foolish, emotional, just like a+wo- 
man. Emotional? .Of course! What 
love without emotion ? 
wJoved Jesus, and love ia 
it cannot help itself. 
Love without emotion is Hfe with. 
out romance, “Love without emojon 
—when the heart is young! Think 
of it, You may have had love 
without emotion since, but it does 
not keep the house-toether, or 
brighten a single. hour. Love 
ig love without 
kisses, smiles and rejéicings, and 
those hundred-and-one spontaneous 
delights which make life so well 
worth living, Love without 
emotion isn’t love. Love is in- 
separable from emotion, so is re- 
Ityion, therefore, the religion of: 
Jesus is the love of Jesus. That 
is all, just that one dear, beautiful, 
simple thing. Joan. of . Are, did 
you see the play? Joan with her 
lighted fac? and her love-filled 
heart, love to the King of Heaven 
—that is Christianity. All that 
other business beside ‘Joan, ever 
against her, . judging, condemning 
and burning ‘her, all that para- 
phernalia of bishops, cardinals and 
jnquisitors, is just political 
Catholicism. It does not matter, 
Joun mutters, Joan with her. love 
That is everything, that 
js Christianity. . 


Love ‘is Emotional . 


You can have too much of it, to | 
be sure. 
with your head, and then" it does’ 
silly things. Yes, and sometimes: 
it does very wise and beneficent’ 
things. | Lord Morley had a 
snying: “I am not at all afraid of 
those words ‘cranks’ and ‘en-: 
thuafasta,’ because’ I realise that 
most of what is decently good in 
this world we ow: to“cranks’ and 
‘enthusiasts. In other words, we 
owe it to our emotionalists, to 
our Joans; Frys,, Howards and 
Wilberforces, to all that lot. I£ 
they had not gone off the ‘deap- 
end” about some things, thousands 
of poor souls would have had no 
chance of living. But emotion 
must be controlled. Hysterical 
displays are not nice, especially in 
church, Quiet church people do 
not like them, and they are seldom 
called upon to hear them. .Men 
are frantic on football and cricket 
in theatres’ ‘and 
bioscopes, but in church emotion js 
not allowed, at any rate, it is not 
expected. Everything ther: must 
be ‘cold,. formal, precise, and intel? 
lectural, if possible. 


Helping To Kill Religion 


I believe .the control of 
emotion is helping to dill 
religion. If you heap dust on 
fire it dies, If you check each 
little flame of devotion as it burns 
through to fuller ‘expression, love 
dies, and religion dies. One 
makes bold to say that religion In 
many places is dying of intellectual 
control. Dr. George. Jackson says 
“that it is largely the fault of the 
pulpit.”. Sudging by one’s recent 
experiences in England I should say 
that it is likely to be'true. One 
heard clever: and intellectual 
pieaching, preaching of a very

, high order, but’ no moving preach- 


‘Ing. No preaching ‘that | would 
-atir anyone to make a decision, 
grasp a' banner, join a cause, or

All that may be granted, says 
om, but the pity is that, Mary’s 
deed was not more appropriate, 
more refined, and less public, more 
considered, and less impulsive, ° If 
only ‘Mary had thought, for ‘this 
really was rather shocking for.a 
woman in Eastirn lands: It was 
worse than bad form, for only the 
Most abandoned woman: would let 
down her hair in’ public. It would 
be rather more than {mmodeat in: 
the West, except in. some of the 
highzat circles or society. In 
the East sych an act proclaimed a 
courtesan, What a pity judgment 
did not onter here.- What a lot 
of harm is, dona by want of re- 
flection and, on the ‘obher hand, 
what a lot of good. Too often 
when: we stop to think of our 
audience, it spoils everything. We 
are just going to Jct outselves go, 
and we remember “it simply is not 
done."s.Sontiment! Love's apont- 
aneity is checked, and there follows 
doubts, suspicions, and misun- 
derstandings. A more generoua 
expression of fecling: in many 
houses would chcer the old, en- 
courage the young, and’ strengthen 
the bonds which are sorely strained 
by advancing years, To be sure, 
Mary might have thought that the 
thirty pounds derived ‘from the 
sale of the ointment might have 
been distributed among. the poor. 
But such oblique attention would 
not have consoled: the lonely ‘heart 
of Jesus’ in this hour. ’ She might 
have raised.some slight, memorial 
to Jesus after His death. ‘But, 
again, how would that have help- 
ed Jesus?

‘iA French girl, Mario Loulso 
Berthe Jacquin, aged. 21, who: was 
accused of demanding $10,000 with 
mmenaces ‘from Mr, Edwin | John‘ 
Paxton, her former employer, ap- 
Reared in the dock at Lewes Analzes, 
Sussex. 

It was alleged. that after acting 
as housekeeper to Mr. Paxton-at his 
flat at Bexhill, Sussex, Mile. Jacquin 
left and - was paid £1,000 ‘on her 
undertaking: not to melost/ ‘him. 
She went to France but at the end 
of October returned with a French- 
man,. Gilbert, by aeroplane.’ Sha 
levelled a revolver at Mr. Paxton in 
his flat and said, “If you don’t pay 
me £10,000 I will shoot you.” Mr. 
Paxton, by a ruse, got them into 
the street and informed the police,

pleaded guilty to the first count only.

Ludicrous Scene - 

Mr. ©. M. Pitman, K., for Mile. 
Jacquin, declared: . “This is not-a 
serious case of blackmail. If in one 
sense it was a serious matter dt was 
an almost ludicrous scene in the ‘flat. 
as described by Mr, Paxton.” 

Mr. Justice Rowlatt, In sentencing 
Jacquin to twelve months’ hard 
labour and recommending her to be 
doported, sald: 

This class of offence Is one to 
«which no mercy {3 extended in 
this country. It Is not, “atnictly 
speaking, blackmail, which is a 
worse crime even than demanding 
money by physical threats, more 
cowardly, more dreadful,‘ more’ 
eruel. But it is sufficiently bad 
to demand money at the muzzle of 
a revolver, If you had shot that 
man and $f could be proved, you 
would have ‘been’ hanged and 
‘Gilbert, too, because we take no 
notice whatevér here of circum- 
stances which, I belfeve, in your 
country are supposed to throw a 
halo over what are catled crimes 
of passion. : 

In this case there are slernents 
that make it not:so serious as it 
might have been. I cannot help 
feeling that there .was a vein of 

, Silliness, and theatricalness at the 
back of this proceeding: which 
- justifies “me dn ‘taking a more 
lenfent course, because this erima 
renders a person Mable to penal’ 

’ servitude.
